In adopting the system of day work 
for the completion of the cofferdam the 

Government have violatrd one of the 
chief pledges which they made to the 
country before accepting offico; and 
have placetl it beyond the power of a 
majority of their supporters in the 
HouSb to'longer honor them with their 
'coafideace/^-As far back as 1872 the 
contract wits recognized by the Local 
House as the only system under 
which public works should bo carried 
out. The principle was reafHrmed in 
1873 and again in 1875 ; was recog- 
nized by the Walkem Government 
when thoy awarded the ^i^st contract 
for the cofferdam; and 'i-ns' praised by 
Mr. Walkem and ^Mr. Beaven (then on 
the opposition benches) in the first ses- 
sion of 1878. On the 29th of March 
of that year Mr. Beaven rose and 
moved a resolution which, had it passed, 
would havo been a vote of want of con- 
fidence in the then occupants of the 
Treasury Benches. The resolution con- 
demned the existing Government for 
not having enforced the contract sys- 
tem. Mr. Walkem made a powerful 
speech in support of the resolution and 
vras unsparing iu liis d(;nunciatiou of 
Mr. Vernon for having departed fi-oiu 
the principle in giving out public works, 
directing his remarks almost entirely 
to an expenditure in E.squimalt district. 
To^lay these gentlemen are in office 
atid'have deliberately violated the \n-\n- 
ciple which eighteen inontlis ago they 
regarded as sacred. We tiiul tlioui giv- 
ing out the most important ])icce of 
public work in the Province by day's 
work. No one claims that the con- 
tract system would not have been 
cheaper, quicker and more eflicacious 
than that'-which has just been adopted. 
Had a contract been given out for the 
completion of the dam to a perfectly 
responsible contractor the best and the 
. worst of the financial phase of the af- 
fair would be now known. The Prov- 
ince would have seen at a glance how 
lafgeVsum must bo provided to jilacc 
the dam in a serviceable condition ; 
how much it would cost to main- 
tain it for a period of four years ; and 
how much would have been required 
for its removal on the completion of 
the. dry^ock.^ Under the day system 
how stands" the matter ? How nmch 
wiU'be required for the completion, 
how much for maintenance and remov- 
al 1 Who will undertake to measure 
the extent of the pecuniary liabdity 
that the Province assumed yesterday ? 
The country has Mr. Walkem's word — 
supported by the evidence of a rotten 
pile — that the whole structure will 
"tumble in as soon the water has been 
pumped out." Suppose the character 
of the work to be what Mr. Walkem 
represented it to be, and suppose the 
supreme, catasti^phe to have happened 
whichf "on reliable engineering author- 
ity," Mr. Walkem forecast — who so 
bold as to venture to estimate the size 
of the bill the Province will havo to 
footi Under a contract the contractor 
would have been compelled to replace 
defedtivls .with sound pilea If the dam 
were to give way when the water was 
pumped out his would have been the 
task to replace it at his own expense. 
If during the construction of the dry- 
dock a leak should occur in the dam 
the contractor for the dock would have 
held the contractor for the dam respon- 
sible. Under the plan now adopted 
the Government assumed themselves 
financial' burthens that the adoption of 
the contract system would have placed 
on the shoulders of the contractor. 
The Province is resjjonsible for the per- 
manency of the dam — which the Pre- 
mier of the Government has openly 
stated .will "tumble in as soon as the 
water'nas been pumped out!" The dam 
has cost the Government upwards of 
850,000 already. It will cost— the 
liOrd only knows how much to 
finish and maintain by day's 
work — say §20,000. Here, then, 
is the sum of $70,000 for the payment of 
which the Province has made itself 
directly responsible. Should the dam 
hold together until the drydock con 
tractor shall have got fairly to work 
and then "tumble in," the Province 
will be held responsible for any dam- 
ages the drydock contractor may sus- 
feih, ■ . 

At first sight we would say the Gov- 
ernment havo made a grievous blun- 
der; but on reflection we perceive that 
the act which has given the lie to their 
past professions has been perpetrated in 
the vain hope of retaining power for a 
little while longer. The Government 
find thetasclves brought face to face 
with defeat. Where they thought to 
step on solid ground they found quick- 
sand. Where they imagined they were 
strong they found themselves weak, and 
they know that nothing siiort of a 
miracle will save them from merited 
disaster.<^>- The cofferdam contract is the 
plank which these desperate men have 
put to sea upon. It is the straw to 
which they cling with the tenacity of 
drowning men in the hope of once more 
reaching dry land. The day system has 
been adopted to purchase support in 
case of a general election which they 
baye rea8on^ to know is imminent. 
Thoy argue that fifty or one hundred 
voters employed on the drydock will 
insui'c the return of Government sup- 
porters in Esquimau and Victoria City 
Districts. Downright jobbery. Thoy 
first issue a call for tenders and pre- 
scribe conditions which prevent low 
bidsj' and then they declare the bids 
"excessive" and decide to do tlio work 
themselves. It is a superficial, shallow 
artifice. "Too thin — too thin!" The 
probability of this ontconie of the aflair 
was broached in these columns days 
ago. The decision takes no one by sur- 
prise. It is precisely the course that 
m\«tib have been expected from pdli- 
ticfans of a lew order of inteUeofc .and 
poll tical .^morality. ; z^^JiX'

At tlic anniml general meeting of the 
Hliarolioldor.s of tliia company, hold at 
London, the accounts for tlio six monthu 
muling Decciiibor M-ero .submitted. The 
output fur si.\ luontlis was: from the old 
Douglas mine, 11,957 tons, and from the 
new Douglas mine 29,524 tons, togothor 
41,481 tonH. Tho quantity sold during 
tlio same period was 45,713 tons. Tho 
director.^ in their report expressed regret 
that they are again unable to report any 
improvement in the San Francisco niar- 
kot. Advices received by the company 
agent give little prospect of better prices 
being obtnined for the present; but by 
leas costly mining and by retreiichinents 
that have l)een otherwise eftected, tho re- 
sult of the curronfc si.x niontlis' working 
should be less unsatisfactory than that of 
the last three half-years. Tho coal in No. 
6 level in Douglas mine is of excellent 
quality, though tlie seam varies much in 
tliicknoss. In the new Douglas mine a 
heading lias boon driven from tho No. 3 
level to the ri-se, where the coal is to bo 
found in places IC feet thick. Tho deep- 
ening of the slope, a work tho directors 
have been very anxious to proceed witli, 
was resumed in November last, but a 
lieavy feeder of water was struck and sink- 
ing was again stopped. SufKcient was 
done, hnwovor, to prove tluit tlie fault be- 
ing cut through when sinking was sus- 
pended in 1878 is less aorioua than was at 
first supposed. A largo stcain-pump has 
now been placed in the slope which has 
mastered the water, and at last advices 
Mr. Brydcn writes tliat " there is 0V017 
prospect of being able to carry forward 
tlio opening up of tho new Douglas mine 
during the present summer more rapidly 
than liithorto, as we are now well provid- 
ed with both winding and puinping 
power." Mr. Fay and the hon. O.W.\v. 
Fitzwilliam, the directors who retired by 
rotation, were unanimously ro-olected, 
and Messrs. Hill and Lovelock, the re- 
tiring auditors, wero also ro-appointud.

Permission granted, provided that he 
fi rnisli .a globo valve to be under tho 
control of the Water Works Commissioner 
and that the supply bo used exclusively 
for fire purposes.

THE SOUTH AMERICAN "WAR. 

Sotalls oS tho ITaval Flerht oS X(iui(iue 
and tho Bombardment of Fisaffua. 

The following account of tlie bom- 
bardment of Pisagua by the Chilians is 
given by the master of the British ship 
Cosmo then at anchor in the bay and 
is publi.shed by the Panama Star and 
Herald: "On the morning of tlie 18th 
April, at about 9 o'clock, two ships of 
the Chilian fleet, Blanco Encahida and 
O'Higgiiis, ajipeared of! Pi.sagua Bay, 
Tho O'Higgiiis stopped outside of mus- 
ket rangoand lowered four boat,snmnned 
and armed, which proceeded for the 
launches moored a short distance from 
the shore. The Chilians were fired up- 
on by the Peruvians on the shore, the 
fire being returned from the boats. 
While this was going on the Blanco 
Encalada came up to musket range and 
began firing with her large guns. Then 
the troops, about three hundred .strong, 
left their barracks and after giving three 
cheers for Pern, coininonced firing on 
the boats and kept up the fusilade 
while running for shelter to a project- 
ing hill outside the town, which they 
reached in a few minutes and there hid 
themselves. That portion of the force 
took no further part in the fight. The 
O'lliggins also opened fire, both ships 
bombarding the town for I should think 
about half an hour. In the meantime 
the boats were returning to their .ships, 
thu O'Higgins firing as they slowly re- 
tired, many of their men being shot. 
In one boat the officer was killed, and 
another had only two men left to pull 
it. When the boats got alongside, the 
ships ceased firing and drifted slowly 
outward. By this time tho town was 
on fire in several places, and the civil- 
ians trying to put it out had nearly 
succeeded when the Blanco Encalada 
sent a shot right into their midst, which 
sent them scampering to the hills. The 
Blanco Encalada lowered her boats also, 
and after a consultation of the officers 
of both ships they, placed,, all their 
boats on the port side of the O'Higgins 
and steamed .slowly in from wliere they 
had drifted during an hour's cessation 
of firing. Cue boat from the Blanca 
Encalada bad a gun and carriage 
in her bow. When tliey arrived 



close to tho merchant sliijis the boats 
shoved off and pulled in among them, 
laid on their^qara smlb coni|iij^ced ^fir- 
ing, being perfectly*^ meltered hf 

ships. The few troops who wero scat- 
tered throughout the town nt overy 
available shelter fired on the boats, as 
did also the soldiers who took shelter 
behind the hill at t;he first bombard- 
ment. The large ,;^8liips,^(>pMed ijfiro 
again with shot arid'^ shell; ^'apparently 
determined to destroy the town and 
kill every man, woman and child in it, 
for they gave no warning. The small 
bullets rained around and over tho 
8hip.a. I could see several soldiers firing 
from behind rocks ininicdiately below 
tho English Consulate. This seemed 
to attract tho attention of the O'Hig- 
gins, as she directed her shot and shell 
on them. The position becoming too 
hot for tiie occupants they rushoil 
through tho Consulate and took a shel- 
ter behind largo rocks back of tho (.'on- 
sulatc and again commenced firing at 
tho boat.s. The .soldiers being higher 
up, and the smoke of the musketry 
more exposed, drew the lire of the 
O'Higgina wore fiercely still,- for she 
rained shot and shell on the English 
Consulate, over which tho consulate 
Hag was still flying. At tho time the 
Consulate was full of women and cliil- 
dren. j\Ir. Jefl'rey, who was left in 
charge of tho Consulate, took refuge in 
my ship, the Cosmo, and came on 
board with his wife and family, hav 
ing only saved what they .stood in. His 
wife and two of his children wereban;- 
headed. Shortly after they left the Coii 
sulate took fire, and how many pcrishtd 
will never be known. The Chilian maii 
of-war bombarded the jilace, J should 
think for about an hour the second 
time. About noon tlic boats returned 
and firing ceascd. The town was then 
on fire in a dozen places, and tlie llamoa 
raged furiously, as they was unfortun- 
ately a strong breeze blowing, liy .'! 
p.m. three-fourths of the place was in 
flamea- By midnight three-fourths of 
the town was in ashes. The next morn- 
ing I found in the place where the 
dining-room -was at the English Con- 
sulate the skull of a woman and some 
pieces of exploded shell ; also after 
search being made the remains of an- 
other full-grown person. Two women 
and cue child Avore found killed in a 
house and burned close to the Custom 
House. One Chinaman was also found 
killed.
